Planners Say Apts. Not Cure-All

The Bucks County Planning 
Commission warned today that 
the present apartment boom in 
the county may not have such 
a rosy future as some develop­ 
ers and officials may lead the 
public to think. 


According 
to a 
preliminary 
report, 
the 
so-called 
garden 
apartment may not be the cure- 
al! for the tax problems of town­ 
ships and boroughs. 


Coaid Be Draw Back 


Too many apartments con­ 


structed in Bucks County have 
not been designed with adequ­ 
ate standards,” the report says. 
adding that drab, unattractive 
multiple units could someday be 
a drawback to the community. 


In the survey, designed to as­ 
sist local officials in evaluating 
multiple family units, officials 
are advised to “ be on guard lest 
they allow themselves to be lull­ 
ed into a false sense of secur­ 
ity.” 


James S. Carr, assistant di­ 
rector of the planning com m is­ 
sion. edited the 11-page report. 


‘‘We’re not saying that w e’re 


opposed to apartment projects.” 
Carr said. “What we are telling 
municipalities is not to jump in­ 
to apartment projects without 
careful planning.” 


The report makes two points 
in dispelling two delusions un­ 
der which some township and 
borough fathers may be labor­ 
ing. 


1. There is no guarantee that 
the age structure of apartments 
won’t change. “It is rather dar­ 
ing 
assumption 
to 
think 
of 
apartments in terms of little or 
no children,” Carr said. 


2. There is no guarantee that 


competition won t depress the 
income 
producing 
ability 
of 
some apartments 
to 
a 
point 
where assessm ents will be low­ 
ered. 


Must Be Enforced 


The survey concedes that. for 
the most part, apartment de­ 
velopments now provide an ade­ 
quate tax ba.se to cover m unici­ 
pal and school costs. 


To maintain 
these property 
values, officials arc told. high 
design standards providing for 
open space, 
adequate 
parking 
and restricted density must tx- 
enforced. Also. they are told. to 


carefully plan for the location 
of apartments within the com ­ 
munity. 


The report gives these signi­ 
ficant figures: Available apart­ 
ments units in this county have 
increased 16 times over the past 
four years. 


Survey Sees Increase 


'’Apartment construction can 
be expected to increase e\ en 
more dramatically in the next 
few- years,” the survey says. 


A total of 1,596 units have 
been 
completed 
with

other 4.055 units are proposed

Melio said costs of construc­ 
tion would be paid by Bristol 
Borough. Financing of the proj­ 
ect, however, will be done by 
the township with the borough 
paying back the money in year­ 
ly payments.

stated.
